survey of North Torrance needs 
is being contemplated which 
might lead to development there 
of a municipal water system or 
possible purchase of the Moneta 
water companies lines and wells. 

"Ultimately, we hope that all 
lines will be connected togeth­ 
er," Mayor Tolson said, "Into 
one big municipal district, bu 
the law at this time will not 
permit this." 

The present Municipal Water 
District No. 1, a profit making 
public enterprise, cannot be ex­ 
panded under the present law. 
For this reason, It Is hoped to 
make the proposed new dlstricl 
as large as possible to serve 
more of the population and re­ 
duce the per-caplta cost. 

All sections of the city al­ 
ready are paying 44 cents per 
$100 tax to the Metropolitan 
water district, but only the Wat­ 
er District No. 1 is equipped to 
use the water. 

The survey said that the 
Quandt system "just grew" 
from an alfalfa grower's water 
supply to serving small farms 
and then to serving of the Wal- 
teria area. 

It proposed the district take 
in all area south of Sepulveda 
except Cliffton Riviera which is 
served by California Water Serv­ 
ice Co.

The 32-year-old loatherneclf 
was lying In a foxhole unde 
an embankment near the fron 
lines when a Jap mortar shel 
hit the edge. A mass of vol 
canlc ash poured down on him 

"I couldn't breathe or move 
and I got panicky," he said 
"Suddenly something crashec 
down on top of me and almos 
knocked me out. I poked an arm 
up through the ' sand, then my 
head, and those stars overhead 
were a welcome sight." 

His company commander, who 
occupied an adjoining foxhole 
said Amos was "exhumed" by a 
Jap 'heavy mortar shell which 
lit right on top of him a few 
seconds after the first shell had 
buried him.
